Lindsey reported at the time 
that the Attorney General’s 
office had not given him an 
opinion on the exact meaning of 
Section 433, Title 37 of the 
Code of Alabama. He said that 
in the absence of such an opinion 
he could add nothing futher to 
the opinion he had given on Tue- 
sday night that a man could not 
vote for himself if the man was 
to profit from the election. 

Butts then told the council of 
futher conversations with the 
Attorney General’s office anda 
formal opinion written by an 
Assistant Attorney General 
Paul Gish, a veteranof20 years 
in the office and a specialist 
in municipal problems. 

The opinion, dated February 
23rd, 1967, to the City Clerk of 
Cherokee, Alabama, a town of 
less than 12,000, as is Elba.

The opinion explained how 
this type vacancy is filled and 
that in his opinion the man could 
vote for himself. 

Quoting from the opinion 
“There is no statue which pro- 
hibits 4 member of a munic- 
ipal council from voting for the 
person of his choice to fill a 
vacancy in the office of mayor 
where such member is a can- 
didate to fill such vacancy. 

Therefore, I am of the opin- 
ion that Mr. Rich may vote on 
the question of filling the 
vacancy now existing in the 
office of the Mayor of the City 
of Cherokee.” 


After hearing these legal 
opinions, Ziglar expressed a 
desire to take the oath of office 
and begin working as mayor. 
The time was set for 10a.m. 
Thursday and the meeting was 
adjourned. 


Just prior to the adjournment 


several questions were ask of 
the council including a question 
of how the election of Ziglar 
could be protested. Lindsey 
explained this procedure’ and 
later told this newspaper that 
the necessary legal fees pro- 
bably would exceed $2,000, a 
tidy sum for a private citizen 
to put up to contest a Mayor 
of Elba’s appointment.

CHOLESTEROL CONTENT OF FOOD 


Last week this column discus- 
sed the latest Federal government 
report on heart disease. It empha 
sized that we don't know whether 
modifying diet can reduce or pre- 


vent heart disease. In fact, we} 


don't know the effectiveness of 
reducing any of the so-called 
“risks” of heart disease. 

Fos this reason, I really feel 
people should stop worrying 
about cholesterol, unless their 
physician specifically advises 
gthem to adopt a special program. 
“Weantime, of course, there are 
commercial interests hard at work 
selling certain products with the 
implied idea that their use may 
prevent heart disease. 

Some of this “pitch” includes 


pat of butter’s 12 mg, So it’s im- 
portant for you to compare foods 
for their cholesterol content, or 
anything else, for that matter, on 
a common serving basis. 

You should not fear cholester- 
ol. It is, after all, a vital consti- 
tuent in our bodies.

Enterprise wasted no time 
in getting points on the score- 
board as they moved 49 yards 
in eight plays. Time ran out 
in the first quarter before the 
Wildcats hit paydirt, but on the 
first play of the second quar- 
ter, Randy Ramsey scampered 
18 yards around his left end for 
the TD. ‘The PAT was good 
and Enterprise led 14-0. 

The Tigers took the kick-off 
and with the help of an off- 
sides penalty against Enter- 
prise , got a first down attheir 
own 43. Three more plays 
found the Tigers at their 35, 
forcing them to punt. The kick 
was off the side of Holley’s 
foot and the Wildcats were in 
business at the Tiger 49. 

Enterprise moved 49 yards 
in seven plays and with 6:37 
left in the second quarter were 
leading 21-0. 

Elba took the kick-off and 
put together their first drive 
of the night. The Tigers star- 
ted at their 24 and moved to 
the Wildcat 26 in 13 plays, 
but were forced to give up the 
ball on downs at that point. 

The first half ended shortly 
after a Wildcat pass was in- 
tercepted by Randy Mularz. 
Elba received the second-half 
kick-off, but could only man- 


age eight yards in three plays’ 


and had to punt. Two plays 
later Enterprise's Floyd Smith 
got past everyone on a 60-yard 
TD play -- the longest single 
gain of the night. With 9:05 
left in the third quarter the 
Tigers were down 28 - 0. 

After receiving the kick-off 
the Tigers began play at their 
20-yard line. A bad pitch on 
an option to Bimbo resulted in 
an ll-yard loss. Bimbo went 
for three yards the next play. 
Facing a third and long yard- 
age situation, Ellis uncorked 
a long one -- only to have it 
picked off by Enterprise’s Gary 
Jones at the Tiger 47. 

After the interception the 
Wildcats were stopped by the 
Tiger defense and had to punt 
on a fourth and nine situation. 
Ricky Jones punted and the ball 


was downed at the Tiger six- 
yard line 

Three plays gave Elba no 
daylight and with the ball at 
the nine-yard line, Holley pun- 
ted on fourth and six to the 
Tiger 40. 

In three plays the Wildcats 
were knocking at the door ag- 
ain, but the Tigers were spar- 
ed by a 15-yard holding penal- 
ty against Enterprise. After 


three more plays the Wildcats 


had to give Elba the ball on 
downs. 
After getting out to their 


own 31 with the help of a 15- 
yard penalty against Enter- 
prise for pulling the face-mask, 
Ellis decided to go airborne, 
only to have another pass picked 
off by the Wildcat defenders. 
Enterprise took advantage of 
the Tiger mistakes again as 
they went 39 yards in eight 
plays for their final score of 
thenight, which increased their 
lead to 35 - 0. 

Holley took the kick-off and 
returned it to his 46 -- almost 
breaking the run-back for a 
TD. On first down Ellis kept 
around right end for an eight- 
yard gain. On second and sh- 
ort yardage, Ellis connected 
with Richard Brunson on a 46- 
yard TD pass. Wise’s PAT 
was good and the Tigers had 
their first score of the night 
with 8:17 remaining. 

The Tigers weren't through

The PAT was 
faked and Jeff Wise threw a 
short pass to Demp Holley for 
two more points, making the 
score 35 - 15, 

Following an interception by 
Bimbo and a scoring threat by 
Elba cut short at the Wildcat 
15 by an Enterprise intercep- 
tion, the game ended with the 
Wildcats in possession at their 
own 27.

AN ORDINANCE REFERRING 
TO THE POWER OF THE CITY 
TO ADOPT AND ENFORCE 
ORDINANCES: PROVIDING

STATE MISDEMEANORS

Section 1. Any person, firm 
or corporation committing an 
offense within the corporate

declared by a law or laws of 
the state of Alabama now ex- 
isting or hereafter enacted, to 
tse a misdemeanor, shall, upon 
conviction, be punished by a 
fine of not lessthan One Dollar 
($1.00) nor more than Two 
Hundred ($200.00), and in addi- 
tion thereto, may be imprison- 
ed or sentenced to hard labor 
for the Town of Kinston for a 
period not exceeding six mon- 
ths, at the discretion of the 
Court trying the case. 

This ordinance 
shall become effective upon its 
adoption and publication.

As we observe this special 
week for 4-H Club members, I 
want to express my apprecia- 
tion to the volunteer 4-H Club 
leaders and school leaders who 
make this program possible.

In sp- 
ending it thus we can fill it 
with joy, with dignity, with pre- 
cious memories; we can justi- 
fy the qualities that make us 
human beings; we can, intruth, 
add glory to our dust. 

BALAN GRANULES 

I have had a lot of calls rec- 
ently about the use of chemi- 
cals to control winter weeds 
and bahiagrass seed in lawns. 
I mentioned this in my column 
last week, but so many people 
are interested, I will repeat. 

There are a number of che- 
micals that will keep grass 
and weed seeds from coming 
up in a lawn. If your lawn is 
already established, you are 
interested in just the grass 
that you have rather than vol- 
unteer grass and seeds coming 
up. 

You can control most of these 
excess grasses and seeds by 
using Balan granules now and 
again after Christmas. About 
30 pounds will usually take care 
of the average lawn. Just spr- 
inkle it on like you would ferti- 
lizer. It will become effective 
when it rains. If it doesn’t 
rain, turn your sprinkler on. I 
hope that our agri-business 
leaders have this material now 
or will have it in shortly. 
HUNTING SAFETY 

October, November and Dec- 
ember are hunting months in 
Coffee County. A lot of young- 
sters are getting guns for the 
first time. Other folks are 
taking the gun down off the rack 
and cleaning, oiling and getting 
ready for the hunting season. 
All of this is necessary and 
important. But the most im- 
portant thing is “safety”. This 
has to be taught. 

I was talking with Walter 
Waters, the New Brockton Post 
Master, last night. He men- 
tioned the fact that he tried to 
train his son to always unload 
his gun at a certain place ashe 
approached the house so that

this would become a habit. A 
few nights ago after his son had 
already gotten into the house, 
Walter asked him if he had cl- 
eared his gun of shells. He 
said he thought he had. Then 
Walter asked his son to prove 
to him that he had cleared his 
gun. When he did, a shell pop- 
ped out. Obviously, young Wat- 
ers had not done the job right. 

If you are an adult and you 
have a child who is hunting, 
don’t be timid about sitting down 
together and discussing safety. 
Insist on safety and go over 
all the safety rules. Thinking 
of safety, I am reminded that 
Earl Kennamer of Auburn told 
me recently that over 2500 peo- 
ple in the United States would 
be killed this year in hunting 
accidents, 

PECAN MANAGEMENT 

A lot of folks can’t spray 
pecans for diseases and insects 
because we do not have com- 
mercial sprayers. It is also 
rather expensive. However, 
some farmers are able to get 
their own spray rig operating 
and they do a good job of pe- 
can production. But most folks 
are not able to spray. One way 
to cut down on pecan diseases 
is to remove all the dead nuts 
and leaves from underneath the 
tree in the fall. It is also 
good to pull out the dead and 
broken limbs and any evidence 
of disease in thetree and either 
burn or buy it. Pecan experts 
tell me that cleaning up each 
fall and keeping it clean thr- 
oughout the winter months is a 
practical way of cutting down 
on disease damage. 

We have thousands of pecan 
trees in the county. Some or- 
chards are producing at a high 
rate. Cleaning up under the 
trees and a good fertilization 
program in late January or ear- 
ly February will do a lot to 
improve pecan production in 
Coffee County. 

SOIL TESTING 

Someone has said, “While we 
are postponing, life speeds by.” 
I will change that a little and 
say, “While we are postponing 
soil testing, time speeds by.” 
There are many good reasons 
for soil testing right now: the 
laboratory is not rushed; lime 
and fertilizer,spreader trucks 
are not rushed; transportation 
is not rushed; the weather is 
good; and the longer the lime 
is out before planting, the more 
good it will do. 

We recommend that soil tests 
be taken and that recommenda- 
tions be asked for the next three 
crops. For example, if you 
were going to plant ryein 1973, 
followed by peanuts in 1974 and 
corn in 1975, you will geta rec- 
ommendation for three crops. 
Of course, if you are not sure 
of your rotation, you can ask 
for recommendations for the 
crop to be planted next spring. 


elections if they are joint own- 
ers or joint tenants onthe farm. 

In addition to these voters, 
any legal partnership, such as 
association, estates, trusts, St- 
ate or State agencies, mayalso 
receive a ballot.

Detoxification 
Unit 


What is a Detoxification Un- 
it? The South Central Alabama 
Mental Health Center, located 
in Andalusia, Alabama, oper- 
ates one of the first units in 
the state of Alabama. This is 
a pilot program, and is being 
funded by the State Department 
of Mental Health. 

The unit, serving four coun- 
ties, Butler, Coffee, Crenshaw, 
and Covington, is staffed with 
the services of a Consulting 
Physician, one Registered 
Nurse, one Licensed Practical 
Nurse, two Paraprofessionals, 
and one Nurses Aid. They 
work with the individual who is 
intoxicated. This is a live 
in arrangement in a mobile 
home which will accomodate 
three people, operating on a 
24 hour basis, helping the per- 
son to become detoxified. This 
plan is designed to help the in- 
dividual thru his trying medi- 
cal and psychological time. In 
order to provide better serv- 
ices the unit has established 
basic procedures. These pro- 
cedures are as follows: 

(1) Admission to the de- 
toxification unit is on the re- 
commendation of Judges, Sher- 
iff, Chiefs of Police or a staff 
member of the Mental Health 
Center. All clients must enter 
the program on a voluntary 
basis.

The actual amount of 
the fee is based on the income 
and the number of individuals 
in the family. 

(5) Visits by relatives and 
friends by necessity are limit- 
ed due to spaceand effect onthe 


client. Visits must be approved 
in advance by the nurse in 
charge. 


(6) All clients must agree 
to continue in counseling with 
the Mental Health Center for a 
minimum of six(6)months. This 
counseling is provided by the 
paraprofessional, a person who 
has not heen trained as a pro- 
fessionu) counselor but has 
lived the truiming; heisanaleo- 
holic who uo iongerdrinks The 
paraprofessional unde. stands 
the individual with the alcohol 
problem and knows what he is 
living through. He aiso has 
Special insight and realizesthe 
problems faced by the alcoho- 
lic’s family 
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CROP RESIDUE 

Peanut harvesting in Coffee 
County is about 75% through 
and if the weather holds, we 


will be finished next week. 
When harvesting peanuts, corn 
or soybeans, it’s a good con- 
servation practice to leave the 
crop residue on the ground. 
James Jones and Johnny Jones 
of the Goodman Community, 
were busy returning their corn 
Stalks to the soil this past 
week, Both men were bush- 
hogging their stalks to place 
the residue in contact with 
the soil, 

The residue protects the soil 
and helps to prevent erosion. 
Another important aspect of 
residue is that it helps build 
soil structure. Good soil struc- 
ture is something many people 
don’t consider, but it is very 
important. Good structure al- 
lows the soil to absorb more 
water in a given period of time 
and to hold more water, both 
of which reduce soil erosion. 
It also allows plant roots to 
penetrate the soil to deeper 
depths. This extra root depth 
pays off during a dry spell be- 
cause the roots have a greater 
volume of soil from which to 
get their water. 
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LIME 

Another thing that helps plant 
roots to penetrate to deeper 
depths is a good liming pro- 
gram, Our soils are naturally 
acid and plant roots will not 
grow in acid soil. Soil testing 
is the only sure way to tell if 
your soil needs liming. A 
good program should be fol- 
lowed because if you skip sev- 
eral years and allow the sub- 
soil to become strongly acid, 
then it is extremely hard to 
correct the acidity that has 
built up. 

Indications are that we will 
have a lime and fertilizer sh- 
ortage this spring. Farmers 
need to buy their lime now, 
and get it spread this fall. 
Martin Moates, of the County 
Line Community has already 
purchased several loads of lime 
and will be putting it out as soon 
as he completes fall harvesting. 

Fall applications of lime al- 
lows time for the lime to react 
with the soil. It also helps the 
fertilizer dealers, hecause it 
helps to spread their work out 
over a longer period of time. 
With the possibility of a short- 
age next spring, I would strong- 
ly recommend farmers apply- 
ing their lime now.

MORE INFORMATION 
FOR BOAT 
REGISTRATION 


Conservation Commissioner 
Claude D. Kelley reminded Ala- 
bama boaters recently that ad- 
ditional information is required 
on the boat registration certi- 
ficate this year. 

This information is the boat 
or hull serial number, which 
should not be confused as the 
motor serial number, Kelley 
added. All boat owners should 
have this hull number withthem 
when they go to the registering 
agency to purchase their new 
certificate. 

On boats manufactured after 
November, 1972, the hull ser- 
ial number will be found im- 
bedded or permanently affixed 
to the vessel's transom. Boats 
manufactured before Novem- 
ber, 1972, Kelley continued, 
may have the hull serial num- 
ber located in areas ofthe ves- 
sel other than the transom: It 
may be that on some boats 
manufactured before Novem- 
ber, 1972, no serial number 
is affixed. 

Water Safety Director Tom 
Shackelford pointed out that 
this hull identification number 
will assist the boat owner in 
two ways. 

First, this number is im- 
perative to our operation in 
recovering a boat which has 
been lost or stolen and sec- 
ondly, Shackelford continued, 
it gives a boat purchaser proof 
that he is getting a clear title 
to the boat.

STRONG SUPPORT GIEVEN 
SENATE BILL TO PROVIDE 
FUNDS FOR ANIMAL HEALTH 
RESEARCH 

Last week a large number 
of outstanding farm industry 
leaders and veterinary school 
officials--including Dr. Nelson 
B. King of Auburn and Dr, 
Walter C. Bowie of Tuskegee- 
appeared before the Subcom- 
mittee on Agricultural Resear- 
ch and General Legislation, of 
which I am Chairman, to give 
“Weir strong support to a bill 
Il am co-sponsoring furthering 
animal health research, 

This bill would provide mod- 
est amounts of funds for col- 
leges of veterinary medicine 
and for animal health research 
units in State Agricultural Ex- 
periment Stations. Of the 18 
Schools of Veterinary Medicine 
in the United States eligible to 
receive Animal Health Resear- 
ch Act funds, two are in Ala- 
bama, one at Auburn Univer 
sity and one at Tuskegee Inst- 
itute. 

We have heard much in rec- 
ent months about the high cost 
of food, and more particularly 
the high cost of meat products. 
These high costs are the re- 
sult, in great part, of the sim- 
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ple fact that supplies of meat 
products are not adequate to 
meet world demands. Although 
production of meat animals and 
poultry continues to rise, pro- 
ducers are severely hampered 
in their efforts by losses suf- 
fered as the result of disease 
and parasites among cattle, 
swine, poultry and other live- 
stock, 

The Department of Agricul- 
ture estimates that annual los- 
ses in the United States from 
animal diseases and parasites 
exceed $3.6 billion, and that 
aS many as 15 to 20 percent 
of all livestock are lost each 
year to the ravages of disease 
and parasites, 

It is to the credit of veter- 
inary schools and experiment 
Stations that farmers have been 
able to maintain such relatively 
high levels of meat production 
of a high quality with such a 
small expenditure for resear 
ch, Schools of Veterinary Med- 
icine have less than $24 mil 
lion a year for research--and 
half of that has been for human 
health research. And, while 
Federal expenditures for ani- 
mal research have remainedat 
a constant level for a number 
of years, costs have soared, 
resulting in fewer scientists at 
work and less research per- 
formed. The Animal Health 
Research Act would provide 
$25 million over a five year 
period for this purpose. Such 
an expenditure would amountto 
a mere fraction of the $3.6 
billion annual loss due to ani- 
mal diseases. 

We have been fortunate in 
this country in being able to 
provide the dietary needs of 
the American people--and for 
much of the world. But there 
is the need to stay ahead and 
this can only be done with an 
animal health research pro- 
gram that goes hand-in-hand 
with efforts to meet the na- 
tion’s and the world’s food re- 
quirements.

Tecumseh, A Part Of 
Alabama’s History 


BILL DICKINSON 


“Damn the torpedoes, full 
speed ahead!” With these im- 
mortal words Admiral David 
G. Farragut sailed into Amer- 
ican history as he and the Un- 
ion armada under his command 
shot their way into Mobile Bay 
August 5, 1864. Admiral Far- 
ragut and his wooden vessel 
the HARTFORD were richly 
blessed that hot summer day. 
The numerous Confederate tor- 
pedoes (which we call mines 
today) that the Hartford hit 
did not explode. However, the 
Union ironclad TECUMSEH was 
not so fortunate. After firing 
only two shots in the smoke- 
filled battle which was to take 
from the Confederacy its last 
outlet to the Gulf, the Tecun- 
seh struck a black bobbing 
buoy which violently exploded, 
blowing the bottom out of the 
heavy craft and sending it qu- 
ickly to the bottom of Mobile 
Bay near the shore of Bald- 
win County where it remains 
today. 

I mentioned this historical 
event because of a convers- 
ation I had last week with an 
instructor from whom I was 
taking SCUBA diving lessons. 
The instructor has dived on 
the Tecumseh recently as part 
of a study to determine how to 
raise the Tecumseh. If the op- 
portunity affords itself, I too 
would like to dive on this im- 
portant wreck. 

The instructor told me many 
interesting things about the Te- 
cumseh that I would like to 
share with you. He said that 
the Tecumseh is in a remark-

Six of Alabama's most powerful lobbying organizations 
and executive officers of five of the groups were indicted 
on misdemeanor charges of violating the state’s Corrupt 
Practices Act, 

MONTGOMERY Circuit Judge Richard Emmet set Oct. 
18 for hearings on their innocent pleas, with Oct. 12 as the 
deadline for them to file briefs in the case. 

Those indicted are charged with organizing and finane- 
ing a special committee to oppose a constitutional amend- 
ment that would have required annual sessions of the 
Alabama Legislature, which was rejected by the voters in 
the general election last November. 

The special session of the Montgomery County Grand 
Jury was reconvened at the request of Atty.-Gen. Bill 
Baxley, who accused the defendants of: 

1. Failure to name the persons or groups placing 
newspaper advertisements opposing the proposed amend- 
ment, and 

2, Failure to file a report of expenses with the secretary 
of state, as required by law. 

The groups indicted were: The Alabama Farm Bureau 
Federation, the Associated Industries of Alabama (AIA), 
the Alabama Chamber of Commerce, the Alabama Trucking 
Assn., the Alabama Textile Manufacturers Assn. and the 
Alabama Forestry Assn. 

Individuals indicted were Milton Parsons, of the Farm 
Bureau; Gilbert Mobley, of AIA; James I. Ritchie, executive 
secretary of the truckers; Tom Eden, executive vice 
president of the textile group, and Joe Graham, of the 
forestry group. i 

James J. Britton, executive vice president of the State 
Chamber, was not named. 


Truckers Throw ‘Weight | 


Tangle Town Traffic 


More than three-score giant tractor-trailers took a 
“motorman’s holiday,’’ flooded the STATE CAPITOL 
complex with diesel fumes and made a king-sized tangle out 
of morning rush-hour traffic in protest of enforcement of 
the state’s truck weight law. 

At one time, it was reported that a single cily police 
officer was attempting to cope with the massive invasion, 
but soon state troopers and police reinforcements cleared 
the scene. 

In agreeing to leave the area, the truckers’ won a 
promise of an interview with Gov. George C. Wallace, but 
apparently received little consolation. 

Some elements of the trucking industry threatened a 
mass boycott of hauling operations, which they said would 
create chaos of “national emergency” proportions in 
construction and other industries. 

Meanwhile, a hearing was set for Oct. 18 in Montgom- 
ery County Circuit Court on a petition filed by Atty.-Gen. 
Bill Baxley calling upon Highway Director Ray Bass to 
construct and equip permanent truck weighing stations 
throughout the state. 


Bass haa maintaineu Cnat portable scales wouia be more 
effective, and that the cost of a full inspection system 
would be prohibitive. 

The truckers, outraged at enforcement of the weight 
laws, which had been ignored under several recent state 
administrations, would result in financial ruin for their 
businesses. 


Special Session Seen 


In Early November 


There was growing specualtion that Gov. George C. 
Wallace will call a special session of the Alabama Legislature 
for early November in hopes of passing a highway appropri- 
ation and other work that was left undone in the chaos of 
the closing days of the 1973 regular session, including a 
number of local bills that have generated heavy pressure in 
the grassroots. 

Tom Espy, the Highway Department’s engineer in 
charge of federal aid, has warned that the state could lose 
$50 million in U.S. revenues if a road budget is not 
adopted. 


‘Bear’ Backs Scholarship 
With *100,000 Fund 


In an apparently unprecedented move by a collegiate 
football coach, Alabama’s Paul W. “Bear” Bryant estab- 
lished a $100,000 scholarship fund at THE CAPSTONE, 

“I probably owe the university more than anyone else,” 
Bryant told President David Mathews. ‘‘Fortunately,” he 
said, ‘I’ve had friends outside football who have advised 
and put me in investments that have been profitable; I just 
want to share it.” 

Bryant said that university officials will select recipients 
of the scholarships, but expressed hope that consideration 
will be given ‘the sons and daughters of football players I 
have coached at Alabama, and physically handicapped 
students who are academically qualified.” 


Jordan Name Added 
To Auburn Stadium ' 


In ceremonies presided over by Gov. George C. Wallace, 
the name of Cliff Hare Stadium at AUBURN UNIVERSITY 
was Officially changed to Jordan-Hare Stadium, honoring 
Ralph “Shug” Jordan, who as a messiah with a pigskin 
delivered Aubum footbal! to national prominence in the 
1950s. 

The ceremony preceded the Saturday contest, in which 
the 1973 Auburn team seemed to finally find an offense, 
then had to fight for its life in the closing seconds to 
nail-down a 14-7 victory over Ole Miss, obviously rejuve- 
nated psychologically by the return from retirement of 
Head Coach Johnny Vaught. 

Auburn was playing without the services of pre-season 
all-American sideback David Langner, who blocked two 
punts in the Plainsmen’s dramatic 17-16 upset of Alabama 
last year and suffered a broken hand in practice last week.
